AT CINCINNATI.

Crrcinnatt, O., Oct. 14—Midnight.—The Re- 


to-day, the greatest since the election of Grant, 
seven years ago. They have carried the State 
by a majority that will not fall below 30,000, 
and may reach 35,000. This in all probability 
insures them a working majority in both 
branches of the Legislature, the election of the 
next United States Senator, the repeal of the 
infamous gerrymandering scheme by which the 
Democrats are evabied to elect a majority of 
Congressmen, the redemption of Cincinnati 
from the corrupt Democratic rings fastened upon 
her by the late Democratic Legislature, and the 
rescue of the State institutions from the gangs of 
incompetent partisans who have been put in 
control of them during the past two years: It 
is, m short, the complete redemption of Ohio 
from Democratic rule. 

The returns at this hour are not complete 
enough to deal ia definit figures, but there can 
be doubt as to general results. The Republic- 
ans are jubilant to see their most sanguine ex- 
pectations realized. Few of them predicted a 
majority of over 20,000. Mr. Foster believed he 
would be elected by 25,000, but he said be- 
fore the election that be would be sat- 
isfied with much less. Ex-Congressman Eg- 
gleston, of Cincinnati, ventured to predict 
85,000, but the more careful caiculators thought 
him wild. The Republicans had the advantage 
of a superb day. They turned out to the polls 
in numbers that were unprecedented fn State 
elections. The total vote in the State will fall 
but little, if any, short of the Presidential vote 
in 1876. . 
THE DEMOCRATS 
fought vigorously to the last. Gen. Ewing, who 
left here this morning for his home in Lan- 
caster, said before his departure that bis ma- 
jority would be 15,000. The Democrats were 
disposed to be doubtful as to the State ticket, 
but declared up to the last moment that the 
election of the Legislature by the Republicans 
was a political impossibility. 

In Hamilton County, which was regarded as 
the scene of the Legislative fight, every inch of 
ground was stubfornoly contested by them. The 
police, under Democratic instructions, bebaved 
disgracefully. Sixty or eighty Republicans were 
arrested during the day upon frivolous pretexts, 
while Democratic repeaters were treated with 
much considerations 

When the polls closed attempts were made in 
many precincts to throw out the authorized 
representatives of the Republicans and 
fix the returns to suit wemocratic 
necessities. The indications, howeyer, at 
midnight are that the Republicans have carried 
their entire ticket, excepting, perhaps the 
colored candidate for Representative, who, on 
aceount of his character, was not fully sup- 
ported by the Repubtican press. 

At midnight the streets are thronged with 
people cheering at the returns as announced by 
illuminated bulletins. No such interest in a 
State election has been manifested for years. 
The change of 50,000 votes in two years is 
thought to be sufficient cause for Republican 


rejoicing. 
AT COLUMBUS.

CotumsBvus, O., Oct. 14.—It is finished, and all 
breathe more freely. The Democracy have met 
with such au overthrow to-day as will doubtless 
keep the rag baby from the public gaze for all 
time, while that statesman known as the flop- 
ping Senator, strorgly imbued with the *‘ Ohio 
Idee,“ hoping to ride into the White House on 
what he conceived to be the popular wave, has 
been buried completely, and will scarcely be 
heard of as a Presidential candidate. The 
great political campaign in this State 
was pre-eminently Mr. Thurman’s fight, 
and Was so regarded among all the old 
Democrats in the State. Mr. Thurman 
on taking the stump made bold to say that the 
contest involved a United States Senator, and 
perhaps the Presidency. While he hoped that 
the full Democratic ticket might go through, 
hislabors were directed toward the election of 
a Legislature devoted to his own interests. Sen- 
ator Thurman bas gone down with his old-time 
enemy, Gen. Ewing; and Gov. Bishop, who 
forced this candidate upon the Democracy, in 
order to spite Thurman, bas now had his full 
revenge. He Ewing on the Convention 
of. June 4, not that he loved bim, but because 
he despised both Thurman and Tbompeoe. 
As stated last night, the ‘hopes of the De-

offices a scene of the wildest excite- 
ment prevailed.

These were reports from two wards 
in Zanesville, and showed Republican gains of 
40. The long pent-up enthusiasm at once 
broke out, and from that moment cheer apon 
cheer burst out from thousands of throats, and 
continued until exhaustion forced a suspension. 

The scene presented at Democratic headquar- 
ters is indescribable. Iu the early evening John 
G. Thompson again sought to raise a boom, and 
many of bis admirers, regardless of former ex- 
periences, put up their wealth liberally, one 
man betting $500 om Ewing’s election. The 
curses heaped upon Thompson before 9 o’clock 
cap better be imagined than reported. Around 
their rooms a scene of the wildest confusion 
took place. It was a panic, the like of which 
might be imagined were a conflagration in full 
progress. Democrats became crestfallen and 
surly, although on the whole a feeling of reck- 
lesness seemed to mark their conduct. Many 
of the old-time Democrats openly declare they 
are glad of it, and hope the rag-baby has been 
knocked in the head at last. 

At 10:30 crape was put on the doors at the 
Democratic rooms, and the lights soon after 
ceased to cast a shadow over the wrecked leaders 
of the Ohio Idea. 

ANALYTICAL.

Toro. O., Oct. 14.—The progress of the 
election to-day in this city and surrounding 
towns, so far as heard from, showed the great- 
est interest manifested and heaviest vote on 
record. Notwithstanding all their talk about 
the State, the Democrats gave it up toward the 
close, and those of sporting tendencies declined 
to make any bets except against 10,000 plurality 
for Foster. 

Two of the most important factors entering 
into the contest as regarded by leading politi- 
cians of this city, were, on the one hand. the help 
the Democrats would receive from the National 
party, and, on the other, the failure of the hard- 
money wing to come to their aid. It was con- 
sidered by the clearest-headed that one would 
nearly offset the other, Dut not quite,—that is, 
the defection of the hard-money Democrats 
would not be made good by the Nationals vot- 
ing for Ewing. As the result shows to-night, 
however, the National vote is rapidly disolving, 
some precincts losing 50 to 75 per cent; 
also the colored voters, who had been tempo- 
rarily influenced by the Democrats and Nation- 
alists, have been going the straight Republican 
ticket. 

Reports coming in show heavy and surprising 
Republican gains in what have been weak Ke- 
publican wards and precincts. At midnight the 
Republicans are having a big jollification at 
their headquarters over the clection news re- 
ceived from the city and different points of the 
State. The State is undoubtedly carried by the 
Republicans with a majority, of over 20,000,

The body of the unfortanate woman 
stiil lies at the undertaker’s. It will be buried 
to-morrow, unless claimed by friends. A post- 
mortem sbowed but one bullet-wound in her 
head. The wound which was thought to have 
been made by a second builet proves to have 
been a contusion caused by the fail.

Florence McDonald, who shot S. M. Hickey aud 


afterward killed herself at Cincinnati on Sun- 
dar, was employed in a millinery stort on South 
Saliva street. She became attached toa young 
engraver, and the woman who employed her 
also bad an affection for the fellow. In 
order that she might enjoy his love alone, she 
discharged Florence. It was learned to-night 
that it was while in the millinery store that 
Florence began her downward career. Yester- 


day a letter was received from Florence by a 
warm friend of tne dead girl it is 
dated the Sth, but was not i mailed 
until the 12th, Sunday. From the appearance 
of the letter it is supposed that she began it on 
Thursday, but did not conclude it until Sunday. 
It is written ina trembiing band, and many 
words are scratched out. Florence was proba- 
bly greatly agitated when she wrote. Two or 
three sentences bear a close resembiance to the 
inscriptions in ner diary under Thursday’s date. 
The letter is as follows: 

Crxcrxnatt, O., Oct. 8. — Dran Frrenp: I ar- 
rived safely at Cincinnati to-night. I think it is 
the dirtiest piace | ever saw. am going to teil 
you something that I never had the cour- 
age before. He told me in Buffalo that 
he bad dared to love this actress. This 
woman has everything heart can wish; she 
bas taker from me what I have lang tried te win. 
He was my god and my all. If I cannot have his 
love, [can at least prevent her from enjoying it. 
Think sometimes kindly of the little heart- broken 
girl who loved you better than you ever knew. 

FLORENCE. 

The last sentence, it is supposed, was written 
Sunday, as the writing is slightly different from 
the other part. ‘Lhe letter was mailed on Sun- 
day, as the post-mark shows. It was proposed 
by some of the women of Horeuce's class to 
raise vy subscription among the demi-monde 
a sum of money suflicient to defray the ex- 
penses of burial, and bring the body to Syra- 
cuse, but it was announced that Hickey had 
offered to attend to the interment, and the 
idea was abandoned. 

A friend of Florence’s, a woman who acted al- 
most as a mother to the girl, related many 
interesting incidents to-night in relation to 
Florence. Said she: I foand her crying at 
her house several times last summer. I asked 
Florence ‘W bat is the matter!’ She pressed 
ber hand to her heart and\exclaimed, Oh, my 
sweetheart.’ I never hear the girl make a 
threat in the world against Hickey; she always 
spoke of bim in endearing terms. A week ago 
Sunday Florence and I were talking about the 
report that he had a child. Fforence said that 
was not so; a girl who was jealous of her, she 
said, circulated the story. Last summer For- 
ence saw a child on the street and exclaimed 
I havea good will to adopt that child.“ i 
told her that sbe was foolish; she 
could gain notori last enough without a 
child, She was vety ona of children, and used 
to buy Jarge quantities of candy and give it to 
them. She expressed a desire to go toa con- 
vent and take music lessons. She said that 
Hickey told der that if she would 
learn he would take ber with him to play the 
piano at the entertainments. A week ago Fri- 
day night she attended an entertainment. As 
he listened to the music she exclaimed. ‘Oh, if 
I could only play the piano like that 1 couid al- 
ways be with Syl.’ She always spoke of 
Hickey as Syl. don’t now where 
ber father and mother are. We were talking 
about them a week ago Sunday. I inquired 
where they were, and Florence said, ‘ Either in 
iliinois or Wiscoasin.’ When she left the house 
last Wednesday, |! inquired, ‘ When shall we see 
vou gam Shereplied,* Well, maybe never.’ I 
laughed and said, I guess vou will be back in 
less than two weeks.’ She rejoined, * You will 
be surprised if i never come back.’ With 
that she sprang down the steps and 
hurried ap the street. When she 
saw other women with their friends 
she would say, ‘If 1 could only be with Syl. 
bow haypy I should be.’ He seldom wrote to 
Florence, and 1 told ber he did not care 
anything for her.

DETROIT RIVER. 


The Bridge and Tunnel Question Under 
| Consideration. 
| Dispatch to The Trttune 

Drrnorr, , Oct. 14.— Congress at its 
last session passed a joint resolution inetruct- 
ing the Secretary of War to appoint a Comtnis- 
sion to be composed of members of the United 
States Corps of Engineers, to conyene in 
this city and inquire into a report 
whether for railroad purposes the Detroit River 
can be bridged or tunneled without material or 
undue injury to navigation dt or within a mile 
above or below this city. In pursuance of this 
resolution, Secretary McCrary appointed the 
following officers as sach Commission: Col. N. 
F. Reynolds, of Philadelphia; Lieut.-Col. N. 
Michler, of Washington; Maj. O. M. Poe, of 
Washington; Maj. D. C. Houston, of Mil- 
waukee; and Muj. J. M. Wilson, of Cleveland. 
The Commission assembled this morning at the 
United States Lake Survey Office. W. K. Muir 
presented plans for bridging the river at the 
foot of Belle Isle, and they provide for two 
draw bridges, each 666 feet long, over the 
Canadian channel, and one 500 feet long 
over the American channel. The bridge project 
was elaborately and strongly advocated by W. 
K. Muir, the Hon. J. Newberry, and James 
Me Mulan. There was some discussion as to 
whether trains or vessels shouid have the right 
of way and the general opinion that trains 
should give way to vessels, so that navigation 
should not suffer. Gen. W. Sooy Smith, of 
Maywood, read a paper concerning bis tunnel 
project, but did not present the plans, and said 
he would not urge 6. The Commission de- 
cided to leave the consideration of the tunnel 
until the last thing.

FRANCE. 
THE COMMUNISTIC AGITATION. 

Panis, Oct. 14.--The Jiepublique Francaise, 
the organ of Gambetta, continues its advocacy 
of the plenary amnesty. It is certain that if 
Waddington is overthrown, Gambetta will not 
accept the office, and Grevy would be obliged to 
summon Paul Challomel Lacour, who would 
associate with himself a number of extremists, 
whose names alone would have the effect of 
alarming France and Europe. The language of 
the Radical press is becoming outrageous, and 
is largely copied by the reactionary papers. The 
Marseiliaise, reviewing the accusations made 
against Puteaux Humbert, of complicity in the 
Chandeb execution, warns the reactionaries that 
it is better in their own interest to use the word 
“execution “ as little as possible. They should 
beware of reminding the Radicals that the as- 
sasins of the Communist leaders are still un- 
punished. Butillier, another extreme Radical, 
nas been elected a member of the Paris Munici- 
palit y. 

THE MINISTRY. 

Lonpon, Oct. 15,—lhe Paris Journal La 
France gives itas the opinion of a generally 
well-informed politician that in January Wad- 
dington, President of the Council of State and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Le Rover, Min- 
ister of Justice, will resign; perhaps, also, Leon 
Say, Minister of Fimance, and that De Freycinet, 
the present Minister of Public Works, will be- 
come the Premier of an entirely Gambettist 
Ministry. 

It may be noted that the Paris correspondent 
of the Iimes declares positively that De Frey- 
cinet opposes plenary amnesty, and will not ac- 
cept the Premiership with an amnesty program. 

WILL ENFORCE THE LAW. 

Paris, Oct. 14.—La France states that Hum- 
bert’s election to the Paris Municipality was 
discussed at Monday's Cabinet Council. Presi- 
dent Grevy declared distinctly that the election 
would not modify the Government’s attitude in 
regard to amnesty. Nothing warranted the 
belief that the Deputies would be disposed to 
revoke the original decision. The Council did 
not anticipate any street disturbances, but had 
decided that if certain manifestations shauld 
increase it would be necessary to take measures 
to enforce respect for the law. 

ANOTHER FUNERAL. 

Another Communist who had been granted 
amnesty has died, and his funeral was attended 
to-day by 2,000 persons, including a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies. 


° AFGHANISTAN, 
THE BURNT RESIDENCY. 
ALLAHABAD, Oct. 14.—Sir Frederick Roberts 
and staff visited the late residency at Cabul, 
portions of which are burned, but the greater 
part is still standing, though completely looted. 
The bodies of Maj. Cavagnari and Dr. Kelly are 
said to be buried beneath the pile of debris and 
charred logs at the northern end of the court- 
yard. Search will be made for them. Maj. 
Cavagnari's visiting diary has been found at the 
Ameer’s palace. 
COMPLSTE SUCCESS OF THE BRITISH INVASION. 
onpon, Oct. 13.—Dispatches received from 
Gen. Roberts, announeing that he had com- 
pletely routed the enemy and bad vietociously 
entered Cabul, are the subject of great and 
general rejoicing here. The magnates of Cabul 
have submitted with tolerably good grace. The 
proclamation of Gen. Roberts is having a very 
beneficial effect upon the malcontent tribes in 
and around the Capital, but scattering bands of 
the hill tribes are still aggressive, and maintain 
a species of guerrilla warfare which is quite an- 
noying. Gen. Roberts, however, has an ample 
force to suppress all disorder, and the orders 
for reinforcements to proceed to bis relief have 
been countermanded. The Afghans fought in 
the most cowardly manner. Finding them- 
selves completely outgeneraied at every point, 
they fired their magazines and fled to the bills. 
On the whole, the important victory bas been 
secured at a. very insignificant cost. When 
Gen. Roberts entered Cabul the city was 
almost completely deserted, and presented a 
most gioomy and desolate appearance. There 
remains very little doubt of the Ameer’s com- 
plicity in the recent mutiny and subsequent 
movements, and he is closely imprisoned and 
strongly guarded. A Cabinet Council will as- 
semble very shortly to consider the vexed 
problem, and arrange a program for the reor- 
ganization of the distracted country. 
REPULSED. : 
Lowpon, Oct. 14.—A dispateh' dated Simla, 
Oct. 14, says the camp at Ali-Khbeyi has been 
aitacked by large numbers of neighboring 
tribes.

A LAME AND IMPOTENT CONCLUSION. 

One of the bitterest libel suits ever tried in 
Cook County was concluded yesterday be- 
fore Judge Moran. The plaintiff was H. N. 
. Lewis, the former editor of the West- 
ern Rural, and the defendants were Milton 
George, David W. Wood, Andrews V. Pitta, 
and Thomas H. Glenn, the present editors and 
proprietors of the same sheet. The libel, com- 
plained of was published in the Western Aural 
by defendants on the 26th of December, 1876, 
and charged Lewis with being a bigamist, an 
adulteref, liar, thief, swindler, villain, free- 


lover, etc., etc. It was spread out over a col- 
ump or so, and was one of the severest 
attacks ever made on a man outside 
of a political campaign. Of course Lewis 
could not do less than begin a lidel suit, which 
he did in January, 1878, claiming $50,000 dam- 
ages. The trial began Sept. 29, and lasted 
eleven and a half days, and, after costing the 
county nearly $900 in Judges’, jurors’, Bailiffs’, 
71 2 fees, it resulted in a verdict of $1 in 
7 favor, just enough to carry costs. The 
evidence brought out by the defense was very 
éevere on Lewis’ character and reputation. The 
jury seem to bave disagreed at ‘first, for three 
were in favor of finding the defendants not 
guilty at all, one wanted a verdict for 8100 for 
plaintiff, and they finally compromised on 2 
nominal verdict. They evidently balloted, and 
found out how they stood, and they found that 
they could characterize the defendants as 
„ giulty.“ or “gilthy,”’ or “ gilte,’’ or “*giltv,” 
or gelte,“ as the scraps of paper they left 
showed. The attorneys were not preseat when 
the verdict was read, so the inevitable motion 
for new trial was not made.

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Although at this hour of writing (2 o'clock 
a.m.) the returns received afford nothing 
like an accurate indication of the figures, 
enough is known to justify hearty rejoicing 
and congratulation among Republicans at 
the results of yesterday’s elections in Ohio 
and Iowa.

Heavy Republican gains are reported in 
scores of Democratic strongholds, with 
here and there a Republican elected to 
the Legislature where none but Dem- 
ocrats have been elected for several 
years past, and, while nothing def- 
init is at hand on the subject at 
this hour, the indications plainly point to 
the completion of the splendid victory by 
the election of a Republican majority of 
the Legislature on joint ballot, thus insur- 
ing the displacement of Senator TaurMan 
by a Republican,—a result which will carry 
gratification throughout the land, as it was 
upon the Legislature thet the Democratic 
campaign fund was lavished, the Governor- 
ship being a secondary consideration. 

The returns from Iowa come in slowly,

SOUTHERN INTENTIONS. 

Ex-Gov. Dzxwison, of Ohio, isa prudent 
and responsible man, who is not given to 
making statements loosely or carelesly. 
Early in the Ohio campaign he made a 
speech at Columbus, in which he charged it 
to be the purpose of the ex-Confederates, as 
soon as they should come into control of the 
General Government, to compel the United 
States to make good the Rebel losses in the 
War, including the payment in whole or part 
of the Confederate States debt. Gov. Den- 
xo made substantially the same statement 


o a reporter of the New York Times, and he 


has been widely criticised by the Democratic 
press for making extravagant and groundless 
assertions for mere campaign purposes. This 
criticism has stimulated him to search for 
the evidence that warranted his statements, 
and his search has been rewarded. We print 
in another column transcripts of certain doc- 
uments on file in the State Department at 
Washington, and a letter from Mr. Tuomas 
H. Dupuer, formerly United States Consul 
at Liverpool, that fully substantiate Gov. 
Dennison’s assertions in regard to the de- 
signs of the ex-Oonfederates on the National 
Treasury. 

From the letters which passed between the 
State Department and the diplomatic and 
consular agents of the Government in Eu- 
gland during the years 1865, 66, and 67, it 
appears that the Oonfederates and the En- 
glish holders of the Confederate bonds 
counted, long after the War was closed, upon 
the ultimate payment of that part of the 
Rebel debt which was based upon the securi- 
| ty of cotton production. They then laid out 

a program which is now nearly carried out to 
completion. ‘‘They predicted,” says ex- 
Consul Donar, that they would obtain 
control of the Southern States, and then, 
with the aid of the Northern Democracy, 
would obtain control of the General Govern- 
ment.” The first part of the scheme has 
long since been carried, and a portion of the 
second part. The ex-Confederatesare in ab- 
solute control of all the Southern States, and 
they have a majority in both Houses of Con- 
gress ; they only need to elect the next Presi- 
dent in order to achieve complete dominion 
over the country. Then they will be in 
position to proceed with the project of reim- 
bursing the South for its War losses and re- 
establishing the doctrine of State supremacy. 

The financial cleaning-up that has been 
accomplished by the Republicans will afford 
the ex-Confederates an excellent opportunity 
for proceeding with their grabs. They will 
find, if they come into power, that the Gov- 
ernment credit is the best in the world. 
They will find a popular demand for more 
Government bonds, and this will furnish a 
pretext for voting away public money for 
the benefit of the South. They may begin 
with the scheme for paying back the cotton- 
tax, which has long been on the fapis; or 
with a proposition to pay that part of the 
Confederate debt which was based upon the 
cotton resources of the Southern States; or 
with a huge subsidy for the Mississippi 
levees, or the Southern Pacific Railroad, or 
some other “public improvement” at the 
South. Wherever they begin, it is impossi- 
bie to foretell where or when they will end. 
The taste for public pilfer grows by what it 
feeds on, and it is probable that nothing 
short of revolution will check their greed. 
The caucus will be under their absolute 
‘dominion, and the Northern doughfaces, 
always servile under Southern dictation, will

KELLY ON THE WAR-PATH. 

Those who have imagined that KxLLx's 
nomination for Governor of New York would 
appeal only to the local Tammany faction in 
New York City have had reason to change 
their minds since he started out to stump 
the State. He is accompanied on bis tour 
by such prominent and influential Qhemocrats 
as Lieut.-Gév. Donsuemen (the who 
succeeded in getting Turn nominated at 
St. Louis), 8. S. Cox, Onzaxpo B. Porrzn, 
Jonm B. Hen, and Jon H. Srranay,—all 
men of position and force in the Democratic 
party of the State. When he is received. by 
such men as Erastus Oornrne, and enthusi- 
astically taken up by the 2,000 or 38,000 
workingmen at the Corning Iron-Works in 
Troy, there is substantial evidence that his 
strength extends throughout the State. 
Kerry had a tremendous meeting at 
Albany and excited unusual enthusi- 
asm among the masses. A recent let- 
New York 
Herald represents the Democrats of that city 
as in open rebellion against TDI and Ros- 
mon, and gives a long list of the most 
prominent men of the party who are espous- 
ing Keuux’s cause. Ketiy started out the 
day of the Tammany bolt by declaring that 
he would receive 50,000 votes; he now says 
confidently that he will get 100,000 votes, 
and, if his reception throughout the State 
shall continue to be as enthusiastic as it has 
been at those places he has already visited, 
he is not any too sanguine in his claim. 

Besides the spontaneous manifestation of 
popular hostility to Tuo and popular 
enthusiasm for KL among the New York 
Democrats, the latter’s stump-speeches are 
of acharacter to make him friends and parti- 
sans. He is evidently a man of great ability. 
He does not resors to any of the common 
arts of the demagog. He deals out heavy 
blows to Tupzn and Rosrnsoxr. He 
dwells upon facts in the records of 
the two men, and puts them for- 
ward in a ‘plain, matter-of-fact way 
that is sorely to their disadvantage. He 
commands admiration by the boldness of his 
bolt. He declared his war before the nomi- 
nation of Rosrnson was carried, and is not in 
the unpopular attitude of a politician who 
takes part in a convention and then bolts 
becausé he has been defeated. He is making 
a fight for what he calls a principle, and with- 
out any expectation of personal reward 
through his own election. He represents 
that he is working for the harmony and 
success of the Democratic party in the Presi- 
dential election by first throwing off the 
Tuo yoke as a means for uniting the whole 
party in the National struggle of next year. 
This sort of talk appeals very strongly to the 
Democratic masses, and it can scarcely fail 
to produce important results by the time the 
election shall occur. 

There is one important warning which 
Ketty’s manifest strength should impress 
upon the Republicans of New York,—viz.: 
that the struggle between Tun and 
KM, which is confined to the Governor- 
ship, will bring out the full Democrajic vote

All Republicans should unite upon their 
ticket as a whole, whatever differences there 
may be as to Connex, and, for the sake of 
the party in the next National contest, should 
leave no effort untried to poll a larger Re- 
publican vote for their Lieutenaht-Governor 
than the united Th. and Tammany vote 
for Curarkson N. Porrer. If this consider- 
ation be neglected, the Rx bolt may be 
more damaging than beneficial to the Repub- 
licans. - 
ENGLAND AND AFGHANISTAN. 

The Anglo-Afghan campaign may once 
more be considered settled, Cabul, the 
Capital, has been occupied by the English 
forces under Gen. Rospxats, and by this time 
it is probable that Candahar has been occu- 
pied by the troops under Gen. Hueues, and 
a joint occupation of this kind will settle 
any remaining ideas the Afghans may have 
had of the possibility of further resistance. 
In prosecuting their second campaign, the 
English have moved not only in strong 
force but with remarkable dash and brill- 
iancy, and with such rapidity that they have 
prevented the consolidation of the hill tribes 
and other hostile elements. They have put 
faith in ‘nothing, but have moved steadily 
forward, overcoming everything that stood 
in their way. When the Ameer came into 
their camp, undoubtedly through fear of the 
rebels in hisown Capital, they at once placed 
him under surveillance, notwithstanding his 
protestations of loyalty, and still hold him 
substantially as a State prisoner. It is 
doubtful whether he will regain his liberty 
sufficiently to resume his administration of 
Afghan affairs until it has been shown be- 
yond all question that he was not guilty of 
complicity in the murder of Cavacnarr and 
the Embassy. 

Having Cabul and Oandahar in their pos- 
session, and the Ameer in their hands, and 
thus to all mtents and purposes occupying 
Afghanistan, what will they do with it? It 
is not likely they will annex it, because 
that would involve England in immediate 
trouble with Russia, and of necessity provoke 
a long war,—the more so because both 
Powers have hitherto tacitly agreed to regard 
the country as a sort of neutral ground. It 
is to be assumed, however, that they will 
hold it for the present, and until they have 
obtained the amplest securities for the 
future. They will now impose their policy 
upon Afghanistan without much reference to 
Russia, and without any reference to the 
wishes of the Afghan people. They will 
establish a new Embassy in Cabul, and hedge 
it about with su h safeguards that it will not 
be m danger in the future from any such 
attack as that which was recently 
made upon Maj. Cavacnani, and, if they 
invest the new Embassy with something 
more than mere diplomatic privileges, —with 
authority, for instance, such as is now exer- 
cised by their representatives in Mypt, —it 
will be recognized by all the Powers as 
warranted by the situation. England is now 
im a position to demand any guaranty or in- 


What she will not do is thus specified by the 
London Times in an article forecasting the 
of Cabul : 

„There is nothing, so far, to justify us in de- 
parting from the lines of our former policy, or to 
call for further annexation. Weare not under 
any obligation to restore the authority of Yaxoos 
KAN over the distant provinces of his Kingdom, 
if, as seems possibie, the between Cabul, 
Candahar, and Herat—jealousies perpetuated by 
diversities of race and creed—should become more 
violent. We should not, it is needless to say, al- 
low Persia to get possession, directly or indirectly, 
of Herat. But, sbort of this, there is no internal 
change in the Afghan territory which, now that we 
possess an improved frontier whence we can ad- 
vance upon the centres of Afghan etrength without 
delay and with irresistible force, would justify us 


Prince or Pretender. 

While this foreshadows that England will 
not proceed to the length of annexing Afghan- 
istan or of interfering in behalf of any claim- 
ant to the throne, still, with her Embassy 
firmly established in the Capital and in pos- 
session of a frontier that commands the 
country, it is apparent that Afghanistan here- 
after will be administered under English in- 
fluences, and that a new and almost insur- 
mountable barrier has been erected against 
Russian progress towards India.

— EES 
SOUTHERN EDOCATION. 
It will be remembered that the late Grorncz 


Pzasopy contributed the sum of $3,500,000 
as an education fund, the income of which 
was to be used for the advancement of edu- 
cation in the Southern States, At a recent 
meeting of the trustees of the fund, an an- 
nual report was made by the Rev. Dr. Sxans, 
of Virginia, the general ag nt of the Board, 
which presents some interesting statistics. 
The income of the fund, which originally 
was $120,000, is now only $83,000, owing to 
the shrinkage in interest in Government 
bonds. The amount expended during the 
year was $74,850, which was laid out as fol- 
lows: Virginia, $9,850; North Carolina, 
$6,700; South Carolina, $4,250; Georgia, 
$6,500; Florida, $3,000; Alabama, $3,600 ; 
Mississippi, $4,000; Louisiana, $7,650 ; 
Texas, $7,700; Arkansas, $5,600; Tenne 
see, $12,000; West Virginia, $4,000. The 
Superintendent’s report also presented some 
significant statistics with reference to general 
education in the South, His figures show that 
the total school population in that section is 
8,865,289, while the total school attendance 
is 1,813,703, showing that one-half the chil- 
dren in the South do not attend school at all. 
In Virginia, for instance, the school popula- 
tion is 483,701, the number enrolled in the 
schools 302,244, and the average daily at- 
tendance 116,464. One-fourth of the gen- 
eral school fund is devoted to other purposes. 
In North Carolina the school population is 
422,380, the number enrolled 228,092, and 
the average attendance 182,553. In Arkan- 
sas, 33,747 children out of 187,447 attend 
school; in Alabama, 160,713 out of 370,245; 
in Mississippi, 202,316 out of 338,153, and of 
these the majority are colored. In South 
Carolina it is stated that nearly 57 per cent 
of the voting population cannot read the 
ballots which they cast, a density of ignor- 
ance which becomes all the more appalling 
when it is remembered that very few of the 
negroes are allowed to vote at all, and that 
the ignoramuses, therefore, must belong very 
largely to the white classes. 

It is very evident that the income of the 
Peabody fund is but a drop in the bucket, 
and goes very little ways towards relieving 


the density of Southern ignorance. It is 
just as evident from the report that the pro- 
vaging crime in the South, the insecurity of 
life and property, and the impossibility of 
obtaining justice, are due to this ignorance, 
and that we may not look for any improve- 
ment until the Church makes more rapid 
progress than now, and the sshool-house can 
present more encouraging returns than are 
presented above. 

NEGRO EMIGRATION FROM THE SOUTH. 

The subject of negro emigration from 
the South has been brought directly to the 
attention of the General Government in the 
shape of a semi-official report made by E. S. 
Hamu to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Mr. Hamurn’s observations and inquiries 
seem to have been made mostly among the 
negro refugees in Kansas. His statement of 
the cause and progress of the exodus from 
the South contains little in detail that has 
not been printed in Taz Tarsunz in one 
form or another, but it furnishes cumulative 
evidence of the swindles, wrongs, and op- 
pressions which are driving the negroes away 
from their Southern homes. The tenor of 
all the replies made by hundreds of negroes 
to questions put to them separately by Mr. 
Ham was of about the same purport. 
They were charged more than double for 
their supplies. They did all the work, and 
got nothing for it. They were threatened, 
beaten, shot at. They were counted out 
when they dared to vote. They were paid 
in scrip when they worked for wages, and a 
portion of the pay held over from year to 
year, in order to keep them upon the same 
plantations. In some sections the planters 
had resolved to sell them no land. In other 
cases where they had bought lands, the 
terms were of a kind which were sure to 
lead to forfeiture. They paid in annual 
rents as much as they would be charged for 
the fee simple for good Kansas lands. They 
were swindled on their contracts. They 
were detained on trumped-up charges of 
debts they did not owe. They wers cheated, 
and bulldozed, and outraged on all sides. 
These were the universal laments of the 
emigrants. 

Mr. Hax tells of a conspiracy among 
the planters of Oarroll and Madison Parishes 
in Louisiana, as he learned of it from emi- 
grants from that section of the State, which 
we do not remember having seen in print, 
It seems that the land-owners of those two 
counties held a mecting and resolved: 
(1) That payment of all negro labor and cotton 
purchased from negroes should be made in 
parish scrip; (2) that farm-hands must get 
passes (or tickets-of-leave) from the planta- 
tion where they had worked before 
any other planter could employ them; 
(3) that rent should always be $10 an acre 
or its equivalent in lint cotton; and (4) that 
men working for wages should be paid 
$12 per month, one-half to be withheld till 
the following year’s crop should be planted, 
in order to compel the negroes to remain 
upon the same plantations in quasi-bondage 
from yeartoyear. The negroes were in- 
formed that these resolutions were to be the 
law in those two parishes, and that it would 
be fatal to resist them. 

Mr..Hamurn's testimony, like that of Gov. 
St. Joun, of Kansas, and Gen. Conway, is 
to the effect that the negro emigrants who 
have settled in Kansas are doing well. He 
urges the view, however, that the climate of 
the South is better suited to the negroes, 


in continued interference for the benefit of any 


ernment to take vigorous measures for the 
enforcement of the Constitutional Amend- 
ments and for the protection of the negroes 
in Mississippi, Louisiana, and some other 
States. He also calls for assistance in some 
organized and systematic way to enable 
negroes to locate on the unoccupied Govern- 
ment lands of the Cotton Siates, of which 
there still remain large amounts. 

„And why,” he concludes, might not 
the General Government, through such or- 
ganization, render pecuniary and other aid 
in settling its lands and promoting the wel- 
fare and harmony of the country?” There 
are many excellent reasons why the Govern- 
ment should not use the people's money for 
any such purpose. Tax Tammo has gone 
over these reasons many times in criticising 
similar schemes evolved by Burtzr of Massa- 
chusetts and Wricut of Pennsylvania, the 
Communist leaders. These reasons apply 
to Government aid when proposed to 
be extended to negroes as well as 
when it is invoked for the whites, But 
there is an additional reason in the case of 
the negroes, viz.: the blacks are now be- 
ginning to help themselves. They have 
shown more independence, courage, and en- 
terprise in their flight from the oppression of 
the Southern whites than ever before, and 
Government aid of the nature suggested 
would probably lead to a relapse into the 
dependence upon Government support 
which has been a very damaging delusion 
among the blacks, and which they cannot 
abandon any too soon for their own good. 
The negroes should rather be encouraged to 
help themselves, as they have shown a dis- 
position to do in fleeing from oppression 
which they cannot successfully resist at 
home. | 


The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times has had a conversation with a Euro- 
pean diplomatist, who has supplied him with 
an inside view of the recent interview 
between Bismarck and Anprassy, so far as 
the Eastern question is concerned. Accord- 
ing to his prognostication, the Turks will be 
relegated to Asia whence they came. Epiras, 
Macedonia, Thrace, and Thessaly will go to 
Greece. Montenegro will get Antivari and 
part of Albania. The rest of Albania, with 
Dalmatia, will go to Austria, with Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina, Eastern Roumelia 
will be made independent under an Austrian 
protectorate, thus heading off the Pan-Slav- 
istic policy of Russia south of the Danube. 
Half of the debt of Turkey is to be appor- 
tioned between Montenegro, Bulgaris, Rou- 
melia, and Austrian Albania, a quarter to 
Asiatic Turkey, and the remainder to the 
City of Constantinople. The plan attributed 
by the diplomatist to Brsmancg and AnpRas- 
sy reads well, but evidently originated in the 
imagination of the diplomatist, or at least is 
a mere fanciful conjecture. While there is 
no indication that such a division will ever 
take place, since Russia and England are ig- 
nored altogether, it would not be altogether 
illogical or unfair. We fear, however, that 
the diplomatist is quite as imaginative in his 
conjecture in this direction as in the follow- 
ing picture which he draws of the future of 
Constantinople : 

eit will have a Prince whose exchequer will be 
supplied by the wealth of the whole world. He 
will farm out Constantinople to an immense finance 
company. The town will be converted into a series 
of hotels, caravanserais, and gaming-honses, On 
the Tchataldja side it will be surrounded by a park 
sixty miles long by thirty broad. Along the shore 
will arise sumptuous villas, connected by new streets 
with the interior of the city. Theatres of all lan- 
guages, academies where elognence and poetry 
will have glorious temples, will supply the mental 
pleasures, and all that modern luxury and science 
have invented will abound, In the evening the 
Bosphorus, lit up by a thousand lamps and plowed 
by thousand boats, with singers and musicians, 
will eclipse Venice in its palmy days, and railways 
in all directions, with luxurious carriages, will 
carry to and fro those not tempted by the most 


sumptuous steamers,”

dent of the Southern Confederacy, 
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ing takes possession of thoughtiul. men now 
when they hear the latter-day generation of 
State-sovereignty men asking that the 
South shall de let alone”; that the Bourbons 
shall ‘be permitted to work their own sweet 
will on the negroes entitled to vote; that the 
constitutional amendments shall be openly, 
nullified in eight States, and that the votes of 
freemen at the North sball be overborne’ by 
tissue ballots and rifle-clubs in the South. The 
thing cannot be, because if the South is now 
let alone it will accomplish designs much more 
nefarious and injurious to the public goo] than 
if it had actually succeeded in its armed robell- 
ion against the Governmeat of the United 
States in 1861. 


Twice since the War the North has made 
strenuous efforts to conciliate the South. The 
last attempt—that of President Hatss—is too 
recent and too familiar to need illustration or 
remark. Its dismal failure bas been the most 
noticeable fact of Prestdent Hares’ Admiuistra- 
tion, and bas done more to steel the hearts of 
men of this section against the South than all 
other causes combined. That there was a orior 
effort of the same Southern mer apd 
Northern men alike seem in some danger of 
forgetting. During President Jounson’s Ad- 
ministration the reconstraction of the South on 
the “Grace, Mercy, and Peace”? plan was at- 
tempted. And what was the result! Some of 
the Southern States, noticeably Louisiana, en- 
deavored partially to re-enslave the negroes. 
The lebor-laws adopted in several South- 
ern States could have had only this 
effect, By requiring passes, demanding 
special permits of negroes seeking to enter.or 
leave the State, and introducing a contract sys- 
tem for labor, it was intended that the negroes 
should be kept indefinitly on the plantations of 
their employers. Many of the horrors of the 
slave-days, including the whipping-post, were 
to be revived. Happily the action of Congress 
and the adoption of the constitutional amend- 
ments prevented the consummation of these de- 
signs; and the imprudent measures of the 
Southern whites reacted in such a way that they 
had no chance for many years to oppress the 
negroes. But the firm hand of the Federal Gov- 
ernment was gradually withdrawn, more and 
more sympathy for the Southern whites was 
expressed, and at last the whole control of their 
State Governments was handed over to them. 
Now the experience of the former days is being 
repeated. The negroes have been disfranchised, 
and at this very hour in two Southern States 
laws are in operation or maturing the effect of 
which is to restrict very much the liberty of the 
freedmen and to render their property insecure.

an interesting letter from Col. Joha 
W. Steele, Special Agent of the Post-Office De- 
partment, who was, probably, the last strange 
white man at White River Agency. In the let- 
ter Col. Steele says: 

“On the morning of Sept. 10 I started, with 
two mail-carriers, for the Agency. We rode 
over the route followed by Maj. Thornburgh’s 
command, at noon rested at the mouth of 
of the canyon where the battle has since taken 
place. Here at a tent occupied by an Indian 


trader, and two miles from the 
reservation, we met a number of 
Utes, one of whom asked where I 


was going. I told him tothe Agency. Aftera 
Short talk with other Indians, he told me we 
must go back. I made no reply, but, leaving 
ove of the carriers at the tent, I proceeded up 
the canyon in which the Indians laid the am- 
buscade for Maj. Thorrburgh’s command, 
toward the Agency. The Indians followed us 
to the Agency. I afterwards learned that they 
belonged to Ute Jack’s party. 

“ We arrived at White River Agency about 6 
o'clock d. m., and found a number of Indians 
there, some of whom 

SEEMED GREATLY EXCITED. 

I soon learned that the Agent, Mecker, 
had, ashort time before my arrival, been vio- 

lently assaulted by a Ute Chief named Johnson, 

and severely, if not dangerously, injured. The 
white laborers told me that they bad been fired 
on while plowing in the field, ana driven to the 
Agency buildings, but that they were not much 
scared, as they thought the Indians only wanted 
to prevent the work, and fired to frighten them. 
Finding Mr. W. H. Post, the Agent’s chief 
clerk and Postmaster at White River, in his 
office, I proceeded to transact my business with 
him. While engaged at this the Indians began to 
congregate in the building. Mr. Post intro- 
duced me to Chiefs Ute Jack, Washington, An- 
telope, and others. Ute Jack seemed to be the 
leader, and asked me my name and business. I 
told bim. He inquired if I came from Fort 
Steele, and if the soldiers were coming. I re- 
plied that I knew nothing of the soldiers. Jack 


said: 
‘NO FRAID OF SOLDIERS; 

Fort Steele soldiers no fight; Utes heap fight.’ 
He again asked my name, and when I was going 
away. Ireplied, In the morning.’ Jack said: 
Better go pretty quick.’ I offered him a cigar, 
and repeated that I would go in the merumg. He 
then inquired for Mr. Meeker, and said to Mr. 
Post: ‘Utes heap take to me. Utes say 
Agent plow no more. Utes say Meeker must go 
way. Meeker say Utes work. Ute no like 
work; Ute no work; Ute no school; no like 
school’; and much more of the same sort. 

“About 8 o’clock I weat to Agent Meeker’s 

quarters, and found him propped up in his arm- 
chair with pillows, evidently suffering severely 
from injuries received from the assault of 
Chief. Johnson. After a short talk we 
discovered that we had formerly deen 
fellow-townsmen, which opened the way for a 
free conversation about mutual acquaintances, 
Alter which Mr. Meeker said: ‘I came to this 
Agency in the full belief that I could civilize 
these Utes; that I could teach them to work 
and become self-supporting. I thought that I 
could establish schools, and interest both In- 
dans and their children in learning. I have given 
my best efforts to this ena, 
ALWAYS TREATING THEM KINDLY BUT FIRMLY. 
They have eaten at my table, and received 
continued kindness from my wife, daughter,and 
all the employes about the Ageacy. Their com 
plaints have been patiently listened to, and all 
reasonable requests have been granted them, and 
bow the man for whom I have done the most 
for whom 1 have built the only Indian house 
on the reservation, and who has frequently 
eaten at my table—has turned on me, and with- 
out the slightest provocation, and would have 
killed me but for the laborers, who got me 
away. No Indian raised his hand to prevent 
the outrage, and those who had received con- 
tinued kinuness from myseif and family stood 
around and laughed at the brutal assault. They 
are an unreliable and treacherous race.’ 

“Mr. Meeker further said that,previous to this 
assault on him, he had expected to see the dis- 
content die out as soon as the annuity goods 
atriyd; but be was now somewhat anxious 
about the matter. In reply to an inquiry, be 
said that the whole complaint of the Indians 
Was against plowing the land, against work, 
and the school. I told him I thought there was 
great danger of an outbreak, and I thought he 

abandon the Agency at once. To this 
be made vo reply. 

Shortly after Ute Jack came into the room 
where we were sitting, and proceeded to cate- 
e nearly as before. He then turned to 
Mr. Meeker, and repeated the talk about work; 
then asked the Agent if he bad sent for soldiers.

TO THE HOSTILE CAMP. 
| i. ‘DANONBOUS MISSION. 
Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Denver, Col., Oct. 14.—Gen. Charles Adams, 
formerly Agent of the Utes, and now Special 
Agent of the Post-Office Department, received 
nottee from Washington by teiegraph to-nigh 


Secretary Schurz, to act as Special Agent for 
the Interior Department in counection with the 
present Indian complication. Gen. Adams will 
leave at once for Los Pinos. He will take an 
escort of Iudlans at the Agency, aud, if possi- 
ble, secure the company of Chief Ouray or 
Chief Sapavanaro, and proceea immediately by 
fast borses to the hostile camp, which, be 
believes, is on Grand River, about seventy-five 
miles from the Southern Agency. Geo. Adams 
says he will go at once boldly to the hostile 
camp, and demand the women and the surren- 
der of the Indians’ arms. He will make no 
promises beyond the general one that prompt 
compliance with the abore will be taken into 
consideration by the Government. It the In- 
dians refuse the demands, Gen. Adams will 
notify the Government. and the military, who 
will take care of the hostiles, white Gea. Adams 
will endeavor to keep those lodlaus not engaged 
in the murder of Meeker and the Toornbureh 
fight at peace. 

The mission of Gen. Adams can be but a 
very dankerous one, but be is well acquainted 
and on good terms with the Indians, and has 
been chosen by reason of hig superior bravery, 
energy, and knowledge oi tne ludian character. 
He believes that if the White River Agency 
women are alive he will bave them safe witbin 
ten days. He will be in constant communica- 
tion with Gen. Merritt. 

INFORMATION FROM THE TOWN OF OURAY 
s that since the receipt of Gov. Pitkin’s dis- 
patch, Ouray has been barricaded and picketed, 
two companies of militia being always under 
arms. The nearness to the Uncompahgre Ute 
Agency, where some of the most treacherous of 
the Ute tribe are provided for, makes the pre- 
cautions necessary. They can put over 400 men 
into the field at an hour’s notice, 100 
armed with Springfield rifles, and the re- 
mainder with Winchester and Sharp’s 
rifes. Twenty-four hours’ time would 
enable the citizens to concentrate fully 
1,000 well-armed men in Ouray, enough to de- 
fend the Park settlements and the town from 
the whole tribe of Utes. The settlers in the 
Park, and many camps around, brought in 
their families at the first notice of danger, some 
of them enrolling themselves in the militia, 
others returning to defend their property, if 
necessary, and all are ready to rally to the de- 
fense of Ouray when they are needed. 
Reports from all points, to the Governor, are 
peaceful and reassuring. Experienced frontier- 
men here think the hostile Utes have gone to 
the Uintah country. 


IN WASHINGTON. 
A COUNCIL. 

Wasuincton, D. C., Oct. 14.—Commissioner 
Hayt, of the Indian Bureau, to-day received a 
letter from Agent Page, written at the Southern 
Ute Agency, Oct. 6, in which ke says: I have 
had a council with Ignacio, Red Jacket, and 
Maviguiniup, Chiefs of the renegade Utes, and 
sixty other Southern Ute Indians. They desire 


promise they will take no part with nor render 
any aid to the White River and Uintah Utes; 
that they are contented, and desire to remain at 
peace. I to-day refused to issue them their au- 
nuity goods until this day two weeks. To this 
refusal they consentec, saying, All right.’ 
The Roatherk Utes request that wher a reply to 
this report of their action is received it should 
be communicated to them, which I have prom- 
ised to do.“ 
IN HARMONY. : 

Gen. Sherman and Secretary Schurz had ser- 
eral conferences to-day about the Ute difficulty, 
and the War and Interior Departments are act- 
ing in perfect harmony, as they hare done in all 
matters pertaining to the Utes. There is no 
truth in the rumors that these two Depertments 
are trying to make one another responsible for 
the troubles that have oceurred. Ine Secretary of 
the Interior has sent a special agent to Los 
Pinos to do all that may be possible, with the 
aid of Ouray and other friendly Indians, to se- 
cure the surrender of the guilty parties, and to 
discover and rescue the female members of the 
Meeker family.

THE YOUNG MURDER TRIAL.

Ksoxuk, Ia., Oct. 14—Interest in the trial of 
Bill Young, at Kahoka, Mo., becomes more in- 
tense as the case progresses, and the crowd in- 
creases from day to day. The cross-examina- 
tion of Laura Sprouse was concluded to-day at 
8 o’clock. The defense failed to break down 
her testimony in any important particular. She 
testified that she washed the shirt Young took 
eff on the morning of the murder, three or four 
days afterwards, and noticed blood on it. There 
was a large spot of blood on the left leg of the 
overalls, nearly as large as two hands. She 
dido’t make «a full statement before 
Squire Greenlee, because Young had threatened 
to kill her if she revealed anything. Mr. Lamar 
Duke testified that she had worked for Young, 
and that in conversation with her he said he bad 
told Laura Sprouse that be nad committed the 
murder; that they had made an agresment to 
tell each other everything they bad dove during 
their whole lives. He said Laura had over- 
heard conversation in the shop, and gave him 
no peace until he told ber all the truth. He 
further said Laura was telling the truth, and 
that be had to get her out of the way and 
break her evidence about the trip, or he didu't 
see but thathe would hang. He said he was 
going to get witnesses to testify that he got 
blood on his overalis while butchering hogs. 
Lizzie Thomas testified that while Young was ia 
jailhe sent for her, and wanted her to swear 
she overheard a conversation between Bishop.

The confiding rank and file of the Democracy

PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 


REFORM OF THE PRIMARIES—~ABOLISH CONVEN- 
TIONS—NOMINATE BY DIRECT VOTE OF THE 


PEOPLE. 
To tut Bator of The Tribune. 

Cu1cae@o, Oct. 14.—The question of reform- 

ing the primaries is ope of deep and universal 

interest among the Republicans of Chicago. It 

is being constantly ventilated by discussions in 

the press, in the Clubs, and among the people. 


No one has the bardibood to defend them 48 


now scandalously abused. It is telt that the 
purity, the integrity—nar, the very existence—of 
the Republican. party as &@ Gomivant organviza- 
tion in Cook County ie no longer probable, if 
even possible, with a repetition of the crying 
evils of the present system of our primaries. 
By common consent it is conceded that reform 
is absolutely necessary. The questions, what 
the reform should be, and thw it is to be 
brought about, are the problems that must be 
solved, and practically and speedily too. And, 
conceiving that this is a matter which comes 
pressingly home to every man who believes in 
honesty in political methods, and hopes for the 
ascendency of the Republican party, 1 beg to 
submit some suggestions on the subject. 

Temporary or trivial or deceptive expedients 
will not do. The present system is hopelessly 
irreclaimable. It cannot de improved to an 
extent or in a degree which will command the 
confidence of the party at large. It is in- 
hereutly vicious and easily liable to abuse. It 
ought to be radically changed, and new methods 
of applying the popular principle—popular in 
substance and form—to nominations for office 
should be devised. Now, the present system of 
primaries having faited, baving menaced us 
with loss of publican ascendency in the 
county, and being@ncapable of expressing the 
thought and wishes of the intelligent, respect- 
able, non-offlceholding, and non-officeseeking 
masses and clements of the party, it is an im- 
perative dictate of wisdom and honesty to de- 
vise and apply some method of party nomina- 
tions not liable to the abusts and frauds which 
aeons oe primaries. 

Is there any scheme of reform that will as a 
substitute for the present one of primaries 
effect the yesults tmplied in the theory of pri- 
maries and yet be free from their perversions 
and abases* I think there is. That plan is to 
abolish conventions and make nominations by 
direct vote of the people. That is what is called 
the “ Crawford-County plan.” It is simply an 
application of th@methods of an ee te 
ular, and legal election to the primaries, in 
which nominees for office shall be chosen by 
ballot instead of choosing delegates to choose 
nominees,—-that is, every voter to vote his own 
choice for every candidate for nomination for 
each office. This can be e in the simplest 
manner. It is to bave every candidate’s name 
for each office to be filled printed ou one ticket, 
so that the voter may with his pencil erase all 
but the name he selects. A ticket thus framed 
and voted expresses the voter's own personal 
preference then for his candidate for every 
office. And his vote thus tells as to the entire 
ticket as much as aby other man’s vote. The 
aggregate of returns from all the polling-places 
thus eccurately reflects the ‘collective and gen- 
eral preference of the party as to nominees and 
each of them. Thus the real voice of the party 
at large is formally ascertained and announced. 
There are several merits in this plan not attend- 
ing the present system of delegate nomination. 
The responsibility and the privilege of assist- 
ing in the nominations is brought directly and 
equally home to every man of the party. The 
experience of localities in various States where 
the ** Crawford.County plan“ has been tried 
abundantly verifies this, in the fact that nearly 
the full strength of the party is brought out at 
the primaries. It is a turnout of the party al- 
most en masse. The part?’ journals do not 
need to importune the blicans to come out 
and vote, as they so loudly clamor now, with 
appeals which are vearly always unbeeded ex- 
cept by the few. Another advantage of nomina- 
tion by direct vote is the higher, purer, and 
more acceftable grade of candidates which is 
sure to result. The test of a popular vote 
throughout. the city or county is au ordeal 
which is fatal to the pretensions of obscure, 
feeble, unqualified, or disreputable candidates. 
The petty saloon bummer and pot-bouse poll 
ticlans who may aspire and ſotrigue to corrupt 
a convention, and, by log-roliing and the de- 
spicable trickery or bribery so common in those 
bodies, may secure, or hope to obtainga nomina- 
tion, will shrink from facing the entire party 
with bis claim. Elements of character, intelli- 

egence, integrity, apd general good reputation 
and popularity in aspirants will then come to be 
known ag the potent factors and credentials of 
success. And when there is a scheme of 
primaries in which such recommendations take 
the place of the dirty and disgraceful trickery 
and corruption which are brought to bear 
so largely in our conventions, honest, able, and 
worthy candidates will come to the front, and 
be chosen solely with regard to their merits. 
And thus will reappear and be re-established, 
by degrees, yet to a certainty, the bigher, purer 
grade of public service and of public officers of 
the days long gone.” Nothing has so much 
brougbt about the deterioration in the standard 
of qualifiction tor public offices and trusts as 
the debased and corrupted mode of nominations 
now in vogue. 

The “ Crawford-County plan” is death to 
the deadly excrescences of the party,—thé Rings. 
While a “Ring” mar manipulate or pack a 
county committee or delegates to a convention, 
it is comparatively impotent to mold, or han- 
dle, or corrupt the body of the party. It is, at 
least, very much barder to tamper with, cor- 
rupt, or handle any considerable portions of the 
mass of the party than it ia to subsitlize or pack 
a convention, or part of it. are some of 
the merits of this plan. They are sufficient to 
commend it to a trial, at least, and, with a sys- 
tem of strict, absolute. and honest regis- 
tration for the primaries, it could not 
fail to be itetomparabdly superior to the shamefal 
primaries, at which we are compelled to blush 
and bang our heads. Of course registration, as 
the means of excluding Democrats, dnd repeat- 
ers, and non-residents from the primary polls, 
is essential to the well-working of nominations 
by direct vote; and for registration there is now 
a universal demand. It should be resorted to 
at all events. a 

The “Crawford-County plan” implies ward 
and county central bodies, as they are now, ex- 
cept that members of those bodies should aleo 
be elected by the people, and with only the duty 
to provide for the times and places of holding 
the primaries and receiving and proclaiming the 
retarns of the election, when majorities in the 
vote should constitute nomina 

The idea of this plan is no novelty in Chicago. 
It was much discussed and urged bere in 1366, 
in the press and in several Republican meetings. 
THe Intuss advocated it. Mr. Medill gave it 
bis individual approval ia a forcible letter to 
one of these meetings. I have before me a card 
calling a public meeting “in favor of remitting 
to the people the nomination of candidates at 
primary elections by voting ballots for candt-

CLEARING THE TRACK.

Mitwavukgz, Wis., Oct. 14.—The accident on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway, re- 
purted to Tas Trisuns last night, caused a 
suspension of all passenger trains '‘eaving from 
the Union Depot until morning. Excellent prog- 
ress has been made in clearing away the wreck 
at Buroham Sup Crossing. It is expected Wat 
the locomotive will be removed before mid- 
night, so that traffic may be resumed regularly. 
Meantime passenger trains leave the old Prairie 
du Chien yard, and freights move over the sid- 
ing around Burnham’s Slip. Leonhard Reiter, 
the engineer of the locomotive precipitated over 
the bridge abutment, was reported dead this 
morning. This report proved to be untrue, 
however. Physicians attending bim state that 
bis injuries are not by any means of a fatal na- 
ture, and look for bis speedy recovery. 

The smash-up at Franksville was occasioned 
dy a collision between two freight-trains. One 
train bad pulled up on the side-track to receive 
additional cars, aud the engine was upon the 
main track switching these ifto place, when an 
extra, in-bouad, came thundering along iu the 
fog. The collision that followed ca serious 
damage to the engine of the extra train, and 
wrecked six or seven loaded cars. One brake- 
man, whose name has not yet been learned, 
suffered severe cogsusions, but is not danger- 
ously burt. The 4lamage to property will 
probably reach as high as $20,000. 


GORED TO DEATH. 

Downs, Kan., Oct. 14.—A terrible accident 
occurred here yesterday at the park of Gen. H. 
C. Bull, of Bull’s City. In the inclosure there 
are about fifty animals, among them a large elk. 
As Robert Brickneil, the hired man, entered the 
park to feed them he noticed that the elk was 
in a belligerent mood, and prudently withdrew. 
Gen. Bull being notified, they both armed them- 
selyes with clubs, but upon their entrance the 
elk charged on Mr. Bull, knocking him down 
and piercing him through with his antlers, kill- 
ing bim instantly. The beast then turned upon 
Bricknell and mortally wounded him. George 
Nicholas and William Sherman rushed to the 
rescue, and gave battle. Sberman was caught 
and tossed over the fence,and Nicholas was 


thrown up, lodging on the fence. A number of 
farmers arrived, and the elk was vanquished. 
An examination of the body of Gen. Bull de- 
veloped forty-four wounds. The fatal one was 
by the abtlers, which pierced the chest through 
both lungs and the heart, causing instant death. 
Bricknelil received thirty-two wounds, and 
George Nicholas sixty-four. A later dispatch 
announces the death of Bricknell, and that 
Nicholas is not expected to live.

He then 
announced that it was the duty of the meeting 
to appoint a Chairman, and he was unanimously 
chosen to preside. 

Mr. Bruder, one of the committee appointed 
by the saloon-keepers to consult with the brew- 
ers, reported that the latter had held a meeting 
at Belpp’s, at which a committee was appointed 
to consider the questions propounded by the sa- 
loon-keepers. e bad not been able to ascer- 
tain anything from them. He believed that tne 
brewers intended to keep the whole matter on 
ice, so it might be forgotten. 

Mr. Keeley, on behalf of the Brewers’ Aaso- 
ciation, stated that it was their intention to deal 
fairly with all the saloon-keepers—— 

At this juncture Mr. J. A. McAvoy entered 
the room. Being the Presideut of the Associa- 
tion, he was called upon to make an explana- 
tion. 

In response, he said tbat he had twice called 
tor a meeting of the Committee, but on both 
occasions the attendance was not large enough 
to take action. He had called for another meet- 
ing to be held shortly. 

One of the delegates remarked that one 
saluon-keeper had fixed things with his brewer 
by furnishing his own kegs. 

The Chair stated that the brewers would have 
to deal with the saloon-keepers as a body, and 
not wiih individual members. 

Mr. Muehle favored the idea, of weighing the 
kegs, after being pitched, and then weighing 
them when full. In this way the saloon-keepers 
would always be sure of getting all they vay 
for. Besides, it would make@fthe saloon-keeper 
more careful of the kegs and Darrels intrusted 
to them. 

Mr. McAvoy wanted to bnow if the saloon- 
keeper would retail it by weight. At the present 
time a glass of beer is one-third foam. 

Mr. Muehle said that wasa question be- 
tween the saloon-keeper and the customer. ¢ 

Mr. Reinwald thought the weighing would not 
work wellin winter, as the kegs were liable to 
be covered with snow and ice. ‘ 

Mr. Bruder said that some of the brewers 
were making new kegs, which were of full 
capacity. He was satistied with them, and 
marked some for his own use. 

Mr. Muehle related that three-quarter kegs 
bad been measured in his presemce which con- 
tained six and three-quarter gallons, seven gal- 
lons, and seven and a quarter gallons re- 
spectively. ‘ 

After a little personal discussion between 
Messrs. Clemens and Brader, 

Mr. McAvoy stated that, as there was virtually 
no Brewers’ Association, the complaints of the 
saloon-keepers would have to be settled by the 
brewers individually, Only by custom had there 
ever been a beer-galion in this country. Beer 
was sold by the brewers on the basis of the wine 
Fallon, and on this wasthe tax paid. There 
was no legal beer gallon until last March, when 
Congress adopted the wine galion. He did not 
believe that it was instigated dy any of the 
brewers. He hoped that che saloon-keepers 
would take better care of the kegs. The prac- 
tice of setting mem out in the sun has a tend- 
ency to shrink them, and when driven up.“ 
the chances are that sometimes there will bea 
shrinkage in capacity. 

After a wearisome discussion on the “ spend- 
ing money of the beer peddlers, the meet- 
ing adjourned subject to the call of the Unair- 
m an.

THE DEAD CITY. 


A Commemoration at Pompeli—The 1,800th 
Auniversary of the Destruction. 
Special to the London Times. 

Pompern, Sept. 25.—The beat yesterday in 
Naples was excessive; the atmosphere was 
heavy and suffocating, massive thunder-clouds 
were gathering over the hills, and above Vesu- 
vius hung a dense mass of smoke, spreading far 
away on each side and sometimes hiding, the 
crest of the mountain. At night masses of 
bright flame burst forth from the crest from 
time to time, and everything seemed to indicate 
that the day chosen to commemorate the 1,800th 
anniversary of the destruction of Pompeii would 
be one of storm and tempest. But the sun this 
morning rose dh a clear sky, and by 7 o'clock 
people were burrying to the railway station, 
and crowded special trains for the Pompcii 
Station followed each other in rapid suc- 
cession, while the road by Portici and 
Torre del Greco was alive with hundreds 
of vehicles of all kinds, from the 
corricolo, with its merry load, to the handsome 
equipages of the nobility. It might have been a 
Neapolitan Derby-day. In front of the road- 
side inn, dignified with the title of Hotel Dio- 
mede, through which one enters Pompeii, the 
road and all space around was crowded with 
empty conveyances of every description, and 
such motley groups as can only be found in 
Neapolitan territory. Beggars, of course, 
abounded; there were men with dancing dogs, 
sellers of pulcinelle and rude toys, venders of 
grapes with their baskets heaped bigh with the 
luscious fruit, stalls with watermelons, sold 
whole or in slices, water-carriers with their bar- 
rels on their backs, and many others, forming a 
perfect Babel of never-ceasing voices. This 
phase ended at the gate, through which admit- 
tance was only by ticket; but 6,000 or 
7,000 tickets had been issued, and the streets 
of this silent city of the past were 
filled with as busily moving and as gay a 
crowd as circulated through them eighteen cent- 
aries ago. . We first hurried to the great basili- 
ca. It was crowded as ot yore, with the differ- 
ence that the tops of the ruined walls and col- 
umus were also occupied. On the tribune the 
more distinguished guests were assembled, and 


| in front stood Signor Michele Ruggiero, hief 


director of the excatations, who read an ad- 
dress, giving a brief history of all that had been 
done since the first remains of Pompeii were 
laid open. Ona table in front of him lay some 
telegrams just received. Hespoke in Italian, 
and was followed by Prof. Quinto Guanciali and 
Prof. Antonio Mirabelli. who each spoke io 
Latin bexameters to loud repeated applause. 
On the tribune stood Signor Fiorelli, who for so 
long directed the excavations of Pompeii with 
such unsurpassable ability; Prof. Henzen. rep- 
resenting the German Archeological Institute 
at Rome; Senator Faschiotti, Prefect of 
Naples; Signor Bonghi, Ernest nan, Count 
Coello, Spanish Minister to the Quirinal; the 
Portuguese Minister, and many others. It is 
strange that the only foreign scientific body 
represented was the Academy of Christophe 
Colomb, of Marseilles. Iu the meantime the 
many hundreds who could not gaip an entrance 
to the basilica had been busy examining various 
parts of the unearthed city. Ihe opening cere- 
monial ended, a bell rang to summon the people 
to the excavations. In differeut parts of the 
ninth region ten chambers were to be opened 
aud their contents revealed, and there was an 
eager rush from all points. It is impossible to 
describe the intense expectation on every face 
as the first picks struck the ground, or the 
scene around each place to be excavated. 
Crowds were pressing round every opening; 
people were perched dil along the tops 
of the broken. walle to the eminent 
peril of their limbs, and groups 
were thickly gathered along the hicber 
unexcavated level and on every other point of 
vantage. Each room to be excavated had been 
cleared of the upper falling-in, leaving about 
four feet to be removed. The indications given 


ivory nandle, a bronze casse 


iron, a brovge bottle, a number of little bronze 
bells, a dagger with ivory handle, a knife with 
role, and a terra- 
cotta money-box. After these and many more 
objects, of which trayful after  tray- 
ful was carried away, had been taken out, a 
mass of black material appeared, which, fatling 
to pieces, proved ou examination to be beans, 
then a quantity of millet and hemp seeds, with 
considerable remains of the sacks which had 
contained them, the carbonized wood of grain- 


‘dios and of a barrel with iron boobs and great 


masses of the beams of the upper floor, suf- 
ficiently solid. but entirely carbonized like 
charcoal. Among these remaing a spleudid 
bronze candelabrum was come upon, but its 
tall, slender, fluted stem was broken. In short, 
from noon tili 3 o’clock a continued succession 
of objects were revealed, almost more rapidly 
than i could note them down. The mere names 
and briefest memoranda filled sixteen pages in 
a large note-book. Some of the rooms revealed 
nothing, others a few bronze and terra-cotta 
vessels; but in ode room a skeleton was found. 
and in the smallest chamber opened four were 
discovered huddled together. 


SOUTHERN INTENTIONS. 


The “Good Time Coming When Confed- 
erate and Doughface Rule the Land- 
Payment of the Rebel Debt No Idle 
Pro position—Lost-Oause Bonds and Slave 
Losses to Be Made Good. 

Co._umsus, O., Oct. 13.—Goy. Dennison ad- 
dressed a large audience at Centerburg last 
week and referred to the statement made by 
bim in bis first speech at Columbus, and in his 
interview of nearly the same date with the cor- 
respondent of the New York Times, in reier- 
ence to the payment of the Rebel debt. These 
statements were taken up at the time by the 
Democratic papers, which charged that be had 
no ground for such assertions. and that it was 
a bit of imagination, inteoded merely for a ral- 
lying cry, : 

Since that time, however, the. Governor has 
been in correspondence with the Department of 
State, and has now in his possession the origi- 
nals of letters to the Department by our Con- 
sul at Liverpool, Mr. Thomas H. Dudley, which 
fully and officially confirm all that the Gov- 
ernor said. Mr. Dudley states:

13, 1865.—Chares . Adams, Eeg., ee. -in: 
An imoresston is understood to prevail io Eu- 
rope, especially among tbe holders of the insur- 
gent loan for which cotton was pledged as se- 
curity, that in the event of the restoration of 
peace in this country this Government will as 
sume the public debts of the iusurgeuts, or. cer- 
tainly, the particular debt referred to. It is be- 
lieved, however, that no impression could be 
more erroneous. There is no likelihood that 
any part of that debt will be assumed or recog- 
nized by the United States Government. It is 
proper and advisable, therefore, that bv any 
proper means at rour command you enall au- 
thoritatively undecéive the public in England 
on this point.

The Committee of the Confedcrate cotton 
bondholders have issued their second report, in 
which thev state that they ‘“ have entered into 
arrangements and made engagements which 
they have every hone will terminate in the set- 
tlement of the debt of the cotton loan.“ The 
Committee allege Umt in the spring of 1866 
they were prepared to provose a plan for the ar- 
rangement of the loan which they believe would 
have been accepted both by the Southern Siates 
and by the bondholders, and they complain that 
their proposition was not sanctioned by Mr. 
Seward.“ We make the following extracts 
from the report: 

Your Committee are informed that the United 
States Government have applied to Congress for 
$250.000, to enable hem to sue, as successors to 
the Confederate Government, the ageats of that 
Government, whether financial or commercial, 
in the courts of Eagland and France, for prop- 
erty alleged to amount to $20,000,000 belonging 

to that Government, which vour Committee con- 

tend belongs to the cotton bondholders, and 
ought to be applied to the extinction of 
the eotton loan: and they trust the 
United States will thus apply whatever so 
comes into their hands, and, if not saf- 
ficient, will allow the Southern States to pay 
the balance. Unfortunately your Committee 
are debarred from interyeuingin these suits, 
and their only remedy is to apply to, ber 
Majesty’s Government to interpose its good 
offices in their behalf. Your Committee may 
state that they ſeel so confident of the justice 
of their cause that ther would willingly, if the 
Feaeral Government of the United States 
would consent, leave their ciaims to be dealt 
with by arbitration according to the recognized 
principles of international law. Your Com- 
mittee have heard with satisfaction that her 
Majesty’s Government has consented to refer 
all causes of difference arising out of the late 
War to arbitration. Your Committee trust 
that the same sense of justice which has actu- 
ated the British Government in respect to the 
claims of American citizens will also actuate 
the Federal Government in respect to the 
claims of British subjects arising out of the 
cotton loan, founded, as they are, upon the 
recognized principles of international iaw. In 
conclusion, your Committee believe that a 
satisfactory settlement in respect to 
your claims caundt be delaved without 
seriously damaging the credit of both Northern 
and Southern States; and as your Committee 
are fichting the battle of all those who are in- 
terested in supporting the principle of interna- 
tional law, especially as regards loans and con- 
tracts, they confidently expect such powerful 
political, and have secured such influential com- 
mercial, support, in order to carry out whatever 
measures may be requisite on the final arrange- 
ment of this loan, that they are induced to cau- 
tion the bondholders against parting with their 
property at prices utterly inconsistent with its 
real value.

THE NEGRO EXODUS. 


Some of Its Canses Forcibly Stated by a 
Methodist Clergyman. 

An interesting paper on The Negro Exo- 
dus, in the October number of the Afethodist 
Quarter / Review, by the Rev. J. C. Hartzell, ed- 
itor of the Southwes'ern Christian Advocate, con- 
tains some remarkable statements. The writcg, 
who has lived for years in the South, and kwews 
whereof he affirms, says there is a secret Emi- 
gration Society, composed exclusively of ne- 
groes, and having about 93,000 members (men, 
women, and children) in all the Southern States. 
On this point Dr. Hartzell adds: 

“Up to this time, in nearly every Southern 
State a convention of colored people bas been 
held, and a more or less Lerfect State organiza- 
tion effected, to direct and promote migration 
porthward. The almost universal sentiment 
among the negroes is, that, unless the existing 
evils in the South affecting them are mitizated, 
their only hope for the future is to migrate. 

„Local associations and organizations are 
springingup everywhere. The benevolent so- 
cieties, of which there are legions among the 
colored people, as well as churches, are sending 
out agents to find locations for colonies. The 
late Baptist Association for the colored churches 
in Louisiana, representing 200 churches, organ- 
ized itself into a Colonization Association, and 
made the pastor and ao elder of each church ap 
advisory committee. In New Orleans there are 
three well-organized associations to promote 
and assist the movement, and during last July 
200 families left the city and vicinity. In the 
Centrai and Eastern South the movement is 
daily gaining in strength and importance. The 
secrecy of many exodus organizations often pre- 
veuts the facts from being known to the South- 
ern rress until there is some decided movement, 
which is then usually explained as the work of 
‘land-egents’ or ‘emissaries’ from the North. 
Many facts are known of the movement which 
are never published. re 4 to September 7,000 
negroes had gone to Kansas, and bet habs as 
mavy more to other States, during the six 
months previous.” 

Concerning the condition of the pegroes in 
the South, Dr. Hartzell says: 

This is a proper piave—for it bears on the 
financial condition of the negro—to notice the 
oit-· rebeated remark, that Ihe South would not 
bave Slavery back if she could.’ This is true, 
but it does not mean that the South has under- 
gone any change of sentiment respecting that 
institution. She still believes that there was 
nothing morally wrong in euslaving the negro. 
Slavery is not wanted back again, provided, 
practically, the same relations can by law or 
custom be maintained between the whites and 
blacks as were maintained in slave-times. II. 
however, the Sou heru white peovle fully be- 
lieved that the negro population in their midst 
was to be guaranteed the enjoyment of absolute 
equality of rights and privileges before all 
laws, as white mn _snders.and and enjoy those 
righ's and privileges, they would, it they 
could, go back to 1 by an .over- 
wheiming vote. The sentiments of the South 
on this pomt may be stated thus: Slavery, 
while it existed, was a Divine institution, and 
ought to have remained; but, having been de- 
stroved by the fanaticism of the North, it is 
the duty of the South to take in churge the 
freedmen, and, as nearly as possible, keep them 
im their proper menial relations to the whites. 
This is what may be termed the present con- 
scientious view of the South on Slavery and the 
negro. 

There is also the selfish view, based upon the 
fact which bas been demonstrated, that, with 
the present Southern, plan of regulating labor, 
more money can be made by the planter and 
merchant classes than could be made under the 
old regime. Formerly fiity laborers required, 
in additioa to purchase of land, buildings, ma- 
chinery, and stock, the permanent investment 


of from 80.000 to $50,000 in those laborers 
themselves, besides the expense of their food, 


clothing, medical attendance, risk of loss by 


sickness, death, or escape. Now the only ex- 
pense for laborers are the cabins in which they 
live, 50 or 60 cents a day apiece, and the pro- 
portion of pork and meal for the days they 
work.“ 

Again: 

„It is estimated that the freedmen spend 

5 ̃ more a year for themselves 
than their masters spent for them. This vast 
sum goes into the hands of planters tbrough 
their stores and the merchants, and is largely 
spent for things on which there is an enormous 
profit: so that, perhaps, half of it is so much 
clear gain, over and above what those classes 
could make before the War. Add to this that 
the negro labor of the South made last year 
nearly all of $256,000,000 in crops, without the 
investment of the vast capital required to own 
slaves, and it is evident why, from a seifish 
stundpoint, the South does not want Slavery 
back while she can ‘control and regulate’ tree 
negro labor on the present contract and credit 
systems.“ 

Dr. Hartzell outlines the causes of the exodus 
much as the correspondents of Tun TRIBUNE 
have done, as depending mainly upon a bad sys- 
tem vf land-tenures, a vicious credit system, 
and political oppression. On the last head be 
ears: 

The ballot was given the negroes by amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United States, 
agaivst the conviction and bitter protests of the 
SoutheriPwhite peovie. Chietly because of this 
for years they refused to participate in State or 
National politics, This made necessary what 
are known as Carpet-Bag Governments in the 
South. The few Union men in the Southern 
States united with those who remained from 
the Federal army or came South as citizens from 
the North; and these, with the newly-enfran- 
chised negroes, formed a party whieh for a 
time ruled every Southern State. Of these 
Governments it is popular now to speak dis- 
paragingly, but the iuture impartial bistorian 
will not so speak of them. They were an 
sity in that transition period, and lived in 
midst of tremendous difficulties, growing 
largely out of the inexperience and ignorant 
vote behind them, but chiefly from the bitter 
aud vindicative spirit shown against them by 
the hitherto ruling classes in every State. Those 
Governoments gave every Southern State a loyal 
Constitution, inaugurated universal suffrage, 
vrovided in each State Constitution for a 
commen-school system, and made possible the 
planting in every State of educational, ecele- 
siastical, social, and political forces, which re- 
main and are to remain, to reoresent and propa- 
gate the civilization of Freedom, and largely 
aid, if not chiefly to direct, the future new and 
better Bouth in her growth and perfection. 
Those Governments bad some bad men, but the 
per. cent of these was no larger than may be 
found in some of the Governments which have 
taken their places. 

The present Southern State Governments 
represent the classes who, because of their 
wealth and intebiigence, ougut tu rule the South, 
provided they do so in righteousness. But, un- 
fortunately, with few exceptions, those Govern- 
ments owe their existence to such violence and 
fraud as this Nation bas ever before known. 
Toat iraud and violence spent their force 
Farge Mag negro voters, and their trusted 
frie In every almost every 
or parish, or citv, or town, in the South,

county 
ajorities were such as to de- 


1,464,286 voters, of which 672,651 were negroes. 
This vast vote has been almost entirely sup- 
The South elects thirty4+wo of the 
seventy-eight United States Senators, and 106 
of the 2938 Represe ; and, notwithstand- 
ing ber immense oublican vote, not one of 
these represents that vote, except Senators Kel- 
logg of Louisiana and Bruce of Mississippi, and 
they will soon displaced. Neither iu the 
State offices of all the South, nor in the con- 
trolling element of a single State legislative 
branch, can there be found any trace ot the 
887,348 negro voters of this section. In locali- 
ties where negroes and their political allies were 
in the minority, they could vote; but, except in 
rare cases, where there was any hope of their 
success in electing candidates, whatever violence 
3 y to defeat them was used and jus- 
The magazine-writer finally notices the uni- 
versal failure of the Southern whites to provide 
for the educational and moral wants of the 
negroes; and concludes in the followimg terms: 
“To the Southern States this movement 
means much more than it does to the negroes 
ur the Nation. It is God's last, if not flual, ap- 
peal to the wealth and inteiligence of this sec- 
tion to do right by the negro populations in 
their midst. Ifthis exodus becomes general, 
the South is ruined fluancially, and her political 
prestige is forever gone. The white ple of 
the South can u one stop this exodus. land- 
tenure and credit svstems must be changed for 
better ones; bulldozing must step: and heroie 
efforts for the religious and educational welfare 
of ali classes must be inauguraced. To talk 
about immigration to the South while the 
causes DOW Operating to produce this exodus re- 
main, is idle. To talk about importing Cninese 
labor to take the piace of the negroes, is equal- 
ly idle. The South must do right toward the 
negro, or perish. The difficulties are great, but 
the God-avpoiated appliances of this age are 
greater. 


SENATOR CONKLING. 


His Utterances on State-Sovereignty. 

Senator Conkling opened his campaign a few 
evenings ago, at the Academy af Music ir 
Brooklyn. He denied the assumption of Mr. 
Robinson that the canvass in New York this 
year was confined to State issues, and argued 
that the result of the election in that State in- 
volved, and would go far to settle, some of the 
most important National issues ever presented 
to the people of the whole country. He be- 
lieves that everything for which the War was 
fought, except African Slavery, is to be deter- 
mined by the contest now commencing and 
which will be finished next year; and that these 
questions are all before the country, and cannot 
be ignored or pushed aside. It is, too, a life- 
and-death struggie on the part of the South for 
supremacy; for, if they do not succeed at 
the coming election, they will not de 
able to do so at future elections.—and the 
South fully understands this fact. It will re- 
quire next year but forty-seven votes joined to 
the 138 Electoral votes of the South to elect a 
President; and, if New York can be secured by 
the Democracy now, it will probably remain 
Democratic, and furnish the South nearly the 
entire vote it will need for success in securing a 
President devoted to Southern interests, Next 
year the census will be taken, and a new appor- 
tionment of the Electoral vote among the States 
will greatly weaken the South and strengthen 
the North and West, when the danger of South- 
erp supremacy will be at an end. 

la referring to the action of the Democrats in 
Congress at the late session, be showed how 
completely the South controlled the Democracy 
tbrough the cancus system, and said: 

“All that Mr. Beck bas foretold came to 
pass at the extra session, except so tar as the 
plot was baffled. Appropriations were again 
reiused unless laws blockmg the way to law- 
lesness and violence were overthrown. The 
bills were contrived and finished in the caucus, 
and we were not allowed to amend them even 
by correcting bad grammar. 

Alter weeks anu months of weary struggle, 
the plot succeeded in part, and failed in part. 

Jury laws, some of them of eigbty years’ 
standing, were struck down, and in their stead 
provisions were put, introducing for the first 
time politics in the jury-box. 

“The army was manacied; and one of the 
Appropriation bilis was left to die by a final 
adjournment, carried by Democratic votes. No 
appropriation was made to pay for serving the 

rocesses or executing the judgments of the 

tational Courts. 

This is a strange chapter of history; and the 
vote of the State of New York this year will 
applaud or rebuke it in all ita dangerous reyo- 
lutionary length and breaath.”’ 

It was au attempt to force the Government to 
submit to the demands of the Scutbern Briga- 
diers, or to make it utterly impotent in defend- 
ing its own life. 

To obtain control of the elections, the Demoe- 
racy assert the doctrine of State supremacy over 
even the National elections. The argument of 
the South was, that the Nation had no business 
orright to protect National elections. It was 
insisted that, when the peuple chose their Rep- 
resentatives in Congress,—no matter what mobs 
may do; no matter what piracies on the bailot- 
box may take place; no matter if a single man, 
as was proved in the case of a recent South 
Carolina election, put 700 votes in the bux,—the 
National authority must not even stand by as a 
witness, much less to uphold law, but must 
keep away utterly... Some of the effects of this 
doctrine of State-rights are given. We quote as 
tollows: 

** Two generations since Jackson's time have 
seep the land strewn with wrecks by the destroy- 
ing dogmas of State-sovereiguty.

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SPECULATIVE BUBBLES. 


Inflating Watered Stecks—An Explosion in 
the Near Future. 
New York Times. Oct. 12. 

We have already commented upon the danger 
that speculation will take up and ververt the 
general business doom,“ and have cited the 
movement in stocks as an illustration, but a lit- 
tle more minute examination maj be interest- 
ing.

000.000 during the past 
year, and if the calculation could include all se- 
curities for which prices are procurable on the 
street, the figure might perhaps be doubled; 
et. even as to the more moderate increase of 
138,000,090, apparent above, we leave the reali- 
ty of it to the taith of those who believe the 
quantity of reat estate in this State could be in- 
creased 50 per cent by simply mortgaging it for 
one-half of its nominal value. A short time 
ago the stock of one road in process of reorgani- 
zation sold at 884, but all there is in the stock is 
the fact that the new control promise to give 
the holder the privilege to have 6 per cent of it 
in new stock (six shares for each 100 shares) on 
condition that he buys at par $200 of the 
Company's new bonds. Translated, this 
means that tne buyer of the stock at 8% got 
only the privilege of receiving 6 per cent of a 
stock still to be created, coupled with the ob- 
ligation to pay 2 per cent additional in cash for 
new bonds, neither stock nor bonds baving as 
yet more than a prospective and contingent 
value.

Except pig-iron, all of these declined a 
little during August, bat the September in- 
crease was marked in all; upon pig-iron, in 
some cases, we have heard of an (xtra $2 being 
exacted for prompt delivery. Yet we look in 
vain for any justification for most of this rise 
in the facts concerning demand and supply. The 
increase in export demand for breadstuffs will 
pot more than offset the increased production. 
Their receipts at Western ports since Jan. 1 are 
not less than in 1878; the shipments from those 
ports are greater, and the visible supply is also 
greater. in bacon, lard, and pork the stock on 
hand is rather larger than usual, and no 
prospective deficiency of comparative sup- 
piy or augmentation of demand can be 
shown. Iron, of course, hes some reason 
for advance in the sudden increase of demand, 
but that increase is largely speculative, and is 
liable to seduce the iron industry into an old 
mistake—over-production. In breadstuffs the 
undue speculative advance may work harm by 
interfering with the export movement. 

The fact is, that while booms may answer 
in political camosigos, they are exceedingly 
mischievous in trade, and never so much so as 
when a long term of duliness is passing away. 
A moderate avd gradual rise in prices is to be 
expected, answering somewhat to growing con- 
sumption, but there is danger in letting spect- 
lation become too rampant. The sun often 
proves too stimalating for very yourg shoots, 
and it will bea most serious misfortune if we 
lose our beads, and, by trving to be prosperous 
too fast, make another etumble.

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CHURCH-DEDICATION.

Rocugster, Minn., Oct. 12.—At a little after 
9 o’clock this morning a train containing Bishop 
Ireland, the Rev. Messrs. Bruton and Wurst, 
and nearly 300 members of St. John's Chureh 
of this city, left to assist in the dedicatory 
service of the handsome St. Michael’s (Catholic) 
Church, erected this summer at Pine Island.

A SEVERED ARTERY. 


Sudden Death of John Conroy Under the 
Surgeon's Hands—A Case Where a Speedy 
Decease Was Iaevi:able. 

Dr. E. W. Lee, the Surgeon of the Cook 
County Hospital, had a peculiar experience in 
surgery yesterday afternoon, which is bound to 
excite comment smong surgeous throughout 
the country, for, although not witbout @ prece- 
dent, the brief space of time which fatervened 
between the operation and the patient’s death 
will cause a much closer investigation to be 
made thau if the facts had been different. 

Some two weeks ago Johu Conroy, residing 
at No. 604 Centre avenue, was shot in the right 
cheek while engaged in a quarrel with some 
fellow-laborers. The bullet was not probed for 
because of the critical situation of the wound, 
and, until yesterday, its exact location was not 
known. An operation beriormed om the man 
by Dr. Lee resulted in his death. 

THE STATEMENT OF THE DOCTOR. 

is as foliows: 

“I saw the man Conroy the day after he was 
shot, and found a wound under the right eye. 
1 could not open the patient’s mouth, 
as the .jaws were firmly fixed. The 
man experienced a good deal of fever and pain, 
and the glands around the side of the neck 
were swollen and inflamed. I did not probe nor 
attempt to.find the ballet, as the wound was iu 
a dangerous locality, and confived the treat- 


ment to controling the inflammation. I visited 


the man daily for about a week, d the fever 
and pain gradually subsided. On making my 
visit on the seventh day 1 found that the man 
had gotten up and gone down-towno to 
get some money. tola bis people 
that if he was able to go downtown 
be was able to come to my office, and I 
did not go there again. 1 did not see the man 
for a week then. Yesterday he came to my 
office and complained that he couldo’t swallow 
nor speak, aud that he feit very uncomfortable. 
He said that he wanted the bullet extracted. 
On examination, I succeeded in opeomg his 
moutu sufficiently to brug into view a tumor 
about the size of a hickorvuut, located on the 
bord palate. The tumor felt hard, and I made 
au expluratory incision to ascertain the nature 
of the tumor. ‘as 1 thought it might be 


the bullet. Some clots of blood were 
ejected from te mouth, and I had 
him rinse it out wien water. I then

As there w.s DO appearance of 
hemorrhage, and thinking 1 mignt find the 
bullet, | cut down onthe tumor. From its 
location I considered it perfectly safe to do 80. 
At first more clots of blood were ejected. 
These were immediately followed bv a sirem of 
arterial blood. Perceiving at once that a large 
blood vessel was implicated, I endeavored to 
arrest the hemurroage by filling the cavity with 
a piece of cloth. I succeeded for a second or 
two, but the man struggled so vivlentiy that 
the blood gusbed forth through nie nose and 
mouth, and ne expired in about three minutes.“

able to be about, and the woana where the ball 
entered healed up rapidly. ‘The examination 
further showed tbat pure pus was forming 
about the clotted blood, woich would have 
caused a break im the aneurism. and produced 
death within a few days at all events, The 
man’s death was oniy a question of time, as 
the artery had ben served by ine bullet. 

A feeling against Dr. Lee bas arisen among 
the friends of Conroy, and they belicve that the 
death was causea by malpractice, bat Dr. Bridge 
and others feel assured of the fact that death 
was inevitable. ‘lhe Coruner’s inquest will take 
piace at the drug-store corner of Biue Island 
avenue and Eighteenta street this morumg at 
li o'clock. ‘The section of the artery contain- 
ing the bullet bas been preserved, und will be 
used at the inquest.

Those grew out 
of our intellectual im perfections,—our im perfect 
understanding and imperfect comprehen- 
sion of Gospel truths. The Church. 
too, was imperfect and but partially 
sanctified; we had nothing like a perfect

But the theory of a delegate’s 
duty, as sometimes stated, would imply that 
when he is overruled as a delegate is, 
in every case, bound as a voter to support 
what he may think to be injurious to the party 
and to the public welfare. This seems to me to 
be neither sound Republican nor American doc- 
trine. It is with the sincerest regret that I 
have learned that the recent exvression of my 
views bas deeply pained many Republican 
friends in Richmond County, whose good opin- 
ion is very deartome. But those friends, with 
whom my political association das been so long
